T|ci those who have not studied 
the imjaltter, the questionl ‘arises: 
HhN the Value of Tiocsioiid treat 
ment been demonstrated?” 

Since 1922 certain of the cities 
in 'tihe State of New York have 
been actively encouraging Dip¬ 
theria Immunization- They are 
now reporting marked reductions 
in the prevalence ‘off the disease 
and iw some instances are show¬ 
ing -a) eotailplete elimination of fat¬ 
al cases. i 

In the City of Auburn, whose 
.pjo|p(nlation is 37,1000, the death 
rate frolmi Diptheria reached 48.3 
pier 100,000 in the year 1920. \s 
the result of an intensive anti- 
diptheritic campaign the S'priug 
of 1924 saw 85 pier cent of the 
school children and a large per¬ 
centage of the pre-school children 
immunized against Diptheria. 
Over two years have now elapsed 
‘and there have been no further 
deaths iu Auburn from that dis¬ 
ease.' 

During the first six months of 
this year, isleventy-three rural 
colmmunities in Alberta, undertook 
the work of protecting their chil¬ 
dren against Diptheria. A total 
of 2,586 were treated; but: in 
tmiost instances these communities 
bad suffered from occasional 
epidemics of Diptheria. 

It is a/ great mistake to post¬ 
pone action 'because the disease 
lias nolt made a recent apearamce, 
for in such places: the degree of 
resistance is lower than in com- 
tmiunitis where the disease is com¬ 
mon. Puttisgi it in another way. 
we may say there .are more sus¬ 
ceptible children and probably, a 
greater degree of susceptibility in 
all the children. Again., in these 
days of rapid transit by automo¬ 
bile and- train and the constant 
intercourse between communities 
it is a simple matter for a imild 
case or a Diptheria carrier to 
start an ejpjdeimic in the midst of 
an- unsuspecting and: 1 unprotected 
populate. 

In some of the districts, only 
tiie children, of scbolol age were 
treated; that in itself is valuable, 
but it falls short of the desired 
objective. To eradicate Diptheria 
we must immunize all the chil¬ 
dren. The pre-school child may 
perhaps be less exposed. The 
younger the child the pnlore seri¬ 
ous is the outlook of it s taking 
Diptheria and children from 
three months to six years are of 
l£ l !?i ideal age for receiving the im- 
Injimizing treatment. There is 
Very little disturbance in any child 
under 12 to. 15 years, but even the 
jmiildjest disturbance is exceeding¬ 
ly rdre of children under school 
age. Therefore, in making your 
arrangement- do. not neglect tin: 
the pre-school child

GOVERNING SEED FAIR 

1. All exhibitors must be member's 
of Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. In the case of wheat, oats, bar¬ 
ley and rye. the exhibitor must have 
for sale, or be retaining for seed on 
his own farm, at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, oats, barley, and rye, 5 bus¬ 
hels of potatoes, 25 bushels of flax. 

3. In classes 1 to 15 inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; In 
classes 13 to iJ4 one-half bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shall be held to be 
representative of the total quantity 
of such seed offered for sale by the 
exhibitor. 

4. No premium shall he awarded 
on exhibits that contain impurities, 
in the opinion of the judges, are of 
noxious nature. 

I. An exhibitor cannot make more 
than one entry in clashes 1 to 24. 

6. All samples of seed must be 
labelled, after judging, with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed for 
sale, and selling price. 

7. The committee in conjunction 
with the judges reserve the right to 
debar any exhibit on which, in their 
judgement, a prohibitive price is 
placed. 

_8. Any exhibitor making entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
sample of the seed he has for sale and 
Was grown on his own farm in 1926.

As a result! o a long experience 
at sea I fully believe that ships 
are born, so to speak, under lucky 
or unlucky stars, just like human 
beings. Call it superstitious non¬ 
sense if you like, but that is my 
firm conviction. 

By way of evidence let ante tell 
ou the odd story of the luck that 
foil owed a particular ship. I think 
you will agree, after hearing it, 
for more than coincidence theory 
is needed to fully account for it. 

I was only a boy at the time—- 
Mess-room stewaad on a trunk- 
deck steamer which I will call the 
Moro- Before I start on my ex¬ 
perience- however, I m-Ust hark 
back for a mopVent to the occasion 
of the Moro’s launching, because 
she began her characteristic an¬ 
tics in her Very cradle, so to speak 
before she took water at all- 

Through somebody’isi 'miscalcu¬ 
lation of distance, as she was glid- 
inlgl down the "ways,” some pro¬ 
jective object on her upper deck 
caught a scaffoldin-g; on which j 
twenty men were at work, bring¬ 
ing the whole thing down with a 
crash. Two of the workmen were 
killed outright and all the others 
more or less seriously injured. 

Not content with this auspic¬ 
ious Tlart-ciff the steamer next 
ran into and sank her starboard 
tig, cauhinlg masy thousands of 
pounds’ dam'aige through the con¬ 
sequent delay to tlie shipping in 
the river, foir the sunken tug lay 
right across the fairway and no- 
vessel of any size couldl proceed 
either nip or down-stream until 
the wreck had been blown up. 
The Courts found the newly horn 
M'oro could not be held respons¬ 
ible for the damage, as she was 
mot uulder her own pio-wer at. the 
time iC'f the accidents ap.d not 
as yet in charge of her owners. 
This saving luck attended her 
consistently afterwards, for what¬ 
ever ltass or danger her behavious 
occasioned to others, she herself 
always came out of the legal 
tussles that resulted "right side 
up. ’ ’ 

Then, on her aniaidten trip; she 
ran ashore in the Channel while 
outward bound, and two-thirds of 
her coal cargo had to be jettison¬ 
ed to esable her to float off again, 
which she did .with mo damage at 
?|1 to herself. Again the courts 
found that, the stranding had oc¬ 
curred through "an act of God,” 
and net through any fault of the 
master or Shipowners; so the 
cargo insurance companies had to 
pay for ehe losit coal and look 
pleasant over it. 

Next she had a mutiny aboard 
on the very- same trip, and on her 
return hoir|e T joised her alt Car¬ 
diff. Thus the Moro’is; second 
voyage was also my second voy¬ 
age. 

j We went out to Japan with 
| Welsh coal for the Naivy- and 
, having dfuly arrived there and 
discharged- without any other 
i incident than sinkinlg some 
Chinese fishing-junks, without in¬ 
jury to ourselves, we w'ere order¬ 
ed to J ava- All went well until 
we entered the Celebes Sea and 
were running down the east coast 
of Borneo. 

About noon one Sunday the 
cape at the entrance to M-aicassar 
^ Straits was visible on the star¬ 


board bow. In the opinion of the 
chief Imate we were skirting the 
shore rather too closey, but the 
skipper was supposed to know 
what he was about, so the mate 
confined the expression of his 
viewsi to only a; chosen few; I hap¬ 
pened to accidentally overhear his 
remarks. 

The weather was tipical of the 
Line in the Pacific—no wind, and 
a sea like molten glass. 

"Everything in the garden’s 
lovely,” said one of the A.B.’s to 
his mate- 

"Yes, rather too lovely to last 
—for the ‘Moro’,” replie dthe 
■other. "She’siup* to mischief. I’ll 
be boiind.” 

And, sure enough, it was pres¬ 
ently noticed that though the pro¬ 
peller was still churning away 
merrily the ship was making mo 
headway through the water! We 
speedily discovered that she was 
hard and fast on the soft island- 
and-mud botfeta, having taken 
the ground so gently that no 
shock had been felt. The engines 
were at once stopped, of course, 
for every revolution, was merely 
driving her deeper intoi the shoal- 

The "full-astern” was tried for 
half an hour, with no result ex- 
sUlt except to churn up the dark 
brown mixture -of the sea-bottom 
all round the ship. It was only 
wasting steaim asd coal to no pur¬ 
pose, so once again the engines 
.w'ere stopped. The ballad tanks 
were plumped', dry and soundings 
taken, which gave nine feet of 
water om the shore side (star 
bloard) and ttiwlo fathoms on the 
port. 

The captain, who had a fond¬ 
ness for "cutting off corners” in 
order to save time, had certainly 
overdone it on this occasion, 
though in justice to him' I should 
observe that the chart gave no 
indication of th-ait particular 
shoal; the Mloro. with her usual 
cussedness- had found itt for her¬ 
self. 

By four bells in the afternoon 
watch the ship had developed a 
pretty good list to starboard, 
bringing the water to within a 
couple of feet of the outside edge 
of the trunk-deck -cml that sidle. 

There was nothing for it now 
hut to sit down, more or less pa¬ 
tiently, until some other ship 
hove in sight, to whose sk'pper 
we could signal for help in towing 
us off the shoal; or, alternatively 
until an extra high tide caUie 
to float us off. According to the 
Nautical Calender one such high 
tide was due about midnight on 
the conning Tuesday, two clays 
later. 

(Landwards we could see no 
sign of life or habitation. All we 
could make out in that direction 
were sandy beach in the fore¬ 
ground and jungle scrub a mile 
or so behind. So- we settled down 
to waj-tl either for a ship- or a high 
tide ajnd meanwhile the chief 
irmate and one or two of the A.B’s. 
who had had former experience 
of this part of the Pacific cheered 
us with blood-curldimg aiccounts 
of other Vessels, which had gotne 
ashore in these wild 1 and lonely 
lattitudes, and whose crews had 
been attacked at nightfall by 
Dvak pirates from the jungles, 
who ruthlessly butchered the 
stranded marinersi and looted the 
vessel unless the sailors Avere
